We also take this opportunity to thank all the 
residents who have shared their ideas and 
input to the work of the Council over the last 
year.

The Parish Council has taken on board 
residents’ concerns about the little wooded 
area at the back of The Mall and in front of 
the Medical Centre which belongs to Tesco. 
Their maintenance contractors have 
undertaken some work but we are still trying 
to persuade Tesco to instruct their 
contractors to make further improvements. 

Dog Fouling. Firstly, thank you to the many 
of you who clear up after your pets and use 
the dog bins that are dotted about all around 
the village. The District Council, who are 
responsible for emptying litter and dog bins, 
and street cleansing, have advised that they 
will accept dog waste in the general street 
waste bins. The Parish Council has now put 
in a bid for a grant for 4 new dual bins, as 
you see in Cambridge; one part being for 
recyclable materials such as paper, cans and 
bottles and the other for general waste 
which is not recyclable. Councillors do urge 
everyone to recycle as many items as 
possible including avoidance wherever 
possible of single-use plastics, https:// 
www.scambs.gov.uk/media/13378/what-

Jubilee Park. Landscaping and planting up 
of the land behind the young people’s sport 
and activity equipment will be taking place 
over the next few weeks. Councillors are 
most grateful to the Community Markets 
who have very kindly made a generous 
donation of £200 towards this project to 
mark their 10th Anniversary. We wish them 
success for many years to come.

Play Areas. Wicksteed will be 
attending very soon to replace 
broken swing seats and repair 


safety surfacing. The Council is working 
with Kompan regarding the persistently 
broken hammocks at the teenage shelter. 

HGVs in residential streets. The Parish 
Council is aware of the inconsiderate 
behaviour of some HGV drivers that enter 
the residential areas and even park up for 
the night. This is a real nuisance in so many 
respects, not least when there is no turning 
space and the wheels of the artics wipe out 
verges, gardens and roundabouts. 

The Parish Council has no enforcement 
powers to directly stop this activity but is 
doing all it can with the responsible 
agencies. 

It is working with the County Council 
Highways Department and hopes to be able 
to erect highway signs - ‘Unsuitable for 
Heavy Goods Vehicles’ at the village 
residential walls on Saxon Way and Crafts 
Way fairly soon. At a cost of over £1000 we 
sincerely hope this will be an effective 
measure. 

In the meantime those lorry companies do 
not like their drivers causing a nuisance and 
certainly not damage. Take the registration 
number and name and contact details on the 
lorry and make the call straight away. You 
should not engage in speaking to the lorry 
drivers to ask them to move on. 

The Police are aware of our problems and 
the PCSO does keep an eye on the village 
and speaks to lorry drivers when he can but 
we understand a taxed vehicle parked on 
public highway is not necessarily breaking 
the law so prosecution is not an option. 
Unfortunately it is harder to reach out to the 
overseas lorry companies. 

The Parish Council has a standard letter it 
will send to lorry companies if you are able 
to email the details, together with 
photographic evidence including registration 
plate if possible, to clerk@barhillpc.org.uk 
Sadly, we do rely on the courtesy and 
respect of the drivers and their companies in 
this matter.

Autumn/Winter Maintenance The final 
grasscut of the season took place week 
commencing 4 November and will resume 


next March/April depending on weather. 
Councillors thank the Cricket Club for all the 
extra cuts its members undertook on the 
village green through the summer for games 
and the enjoyment of everyone. The Council 
is contributing to the new cricket pad which 
the Cricket Club is having installed after the 
Council expanded the play facilities to 
include the Teqtable on the old cricket pad. 
We understand this should be ready for the 
season next year and will be another 
valuable asset for our community to enjoy. 
Tree works contracts have been finalised 
and works on trees, hedges and shrubs 
will start in November. The Ranger service 
will continue with general and small works, 
focussing on cutting back of encroaching 
vegetation on the paths. Contractors have 
been instructed for further tidying of 
vegetation by Hollytrees stream focussing on 
the areas that were not included in the 
extensive improvements to the stream in the 
Spring. 

As ever, please will residents ensure they 
keep their trees, hedges, shrubs, including 
brambles and weeds, from overhanging 
footways, greenspaces and roads to prevent 
obstruction/nuisance to users. Please cut 
back to your own boundary line and dispose 
of your cuttings in the recycling system. 

This includes the narrow gap the other side 

of your boundary fence abutting paths.

Debating the next 
LOCAL PLAN 

The start of a six 
week consultation 
to help create “the 
most important 
document most 
people have never 
heard of” will launch 
in January after a 

The ‘first conversation’ will launch on 13 
January after councillors agreed it was 
better to run the consultation after the 
Christmas and New Year festive season to 
make sure as many people as possible talk 
to the councils about their views. 

The new joint Local Plan for Cambridge and 
South Cambridgeshire will ask questions 
about climate change, nature, wellbeing and 
equality to help inform important decisions 
on where new homes will be built, jobs 
located and the facilities and services that 
will be needed. 

It is expected to take around four years to 
create the next Local Plan and the 
consultation in January is the first step to 
help local people get involved the whole way 
through. 

The date for the Issues and Options 
consultation was agreed after councillors at 
both councils debated the report at 
meetings this week. 

The two councils’ current Local Plans, which 
were given final approval in 2018, set out 
how the two areas will be developed up until 
2031, with 33,500 new homes to be built 
and 44,000 new jobs to be created. 

Some of the key themes already emerging 
for the new joint Local Plan, to 2040 and 
beyond, include: 


• Responding to climate change 

• Increasing biodiversity and green spaces 

• Promoting wellbeing and equality 

• Delivering quality places 

These themes help to shape the heart of the 
Local Plan - decisions about future jobs and 
employment, homes and infrastructure - 
including transport links, schools, health and 
utilities. 

A new website is being created to help 
people get involved more easily. This will 
also mean people can comment on the 
issues that they are more concerned about.

Plan can be found by visiting

Health 

In a world where 
stress is something 
we all experience, the 
emphasis has 
changed to include 
the importance of 
mental health to our 
overall wellbeing. 

Encouraged by high 
profile individuals like 
the Dukes of 
Cambridge and 
Sussex, it is becoming 
acceptable to talk 
about how we feel; to say when we feel 
anxious or depressed. To support individuals 
to take care of their mental health, Public 
Health England and the NHS have launched 
‘Every Mind Matters’, a free online resource 
that shows people simple steps they can 
take to be better prepared for life’s ups and 
downs.

Roads 

Highways England’s recent announcement 
that the 12 mile bypass to the south of 
Huntingdon will open to traffic on 09 
December 2019 - a year ahead of schedule - 
is indeed good news. Everyone seems to 
agree that the A14 upgrade project is a 
remarkable feat of engineering but there is 
no doubt that Bar Hill has seen more than its 
share of challenges particularly recently as

The time of 
year when we’re enjoying a tipple with 
friends, cooking up festive feasts for the 
family and entertaining loved ones. With 
all the fun to be had it is easy to be 
distracted when cooking in the kitchen. 

50 per cent of all fires in the home start in 
the kitchen and more than half of those are 
as a result of distraction whilst cooking. 

We want to help ensure your festive cheer 
doesn’t go up in smoke this Christmas by 
sharing our tips below for safe cooking over 
the festive season: 

Never leave cooking unattended 

Do not cook when tired or under the 

influence of alcohol, drugs or medication 

that makes you drowsy 

Regularly clean the grill pan and oven. Built 

up fat can easily catch fire 

Never leave anything cooking if you leave 

the house 

Do not leave anything flammable on or near 
the hob - tea towels, oven gloves and even 
washing baskets can catch fire 
Take care when using microwaves. Fires can 
start when people put food in too long. 

Oven chips or temperature control deep fat 
fryers are safer than using a chip pan. If you 
do use a chip pan, do not fill it more than 



one third with fat and turn the heat down if 
the oil starts smoking 

Fire can break out in household appliances 
so you should regularly maintain 
dishwashers, washing machines and driers, 
never leave them on if you go out or go to 
bed and register your appliances online to 
ensure you are made aware of any faults or 
recalls 

Have a working smoke alarm on each floor 
of your home. If it keeps going off when you 
are cooking it is probably in the wrong 
location or you may have the wrong type of 
smoke alarm 

Never take the batteries out of your smoke 
alarm. 

If you do have a fire in the house, get out, 
stay out and dial 999.
